Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  &  Gentlemen . 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the 
public  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1969.  This  report  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health's  Circular  1/70. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  Dr.  A.W.  Hay  was  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  until  he  took  up  his  new  appointment  at  Barrow  in  Furness. 

As  is  to  be  expected  with  the  continuing  growth  of 
Cramlington  New  Town,  the  total  population  showed  an  increase  in  1969 
according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  s 

30,320  compared  with  28,1*70  in  1968,  an  increase  of  1,85>0. 

Both  Birth  and  Death  Rates  show  no  significant  changes 
compared  with  1968,  and  are  in  keeping  with  national  figures.  The 
same  applies  to  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  the  satisfactorily  low 
level  of  18,0  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  also  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales",,  The  number  oi  cases  of 

infectious  disease  notified  was  unusually  low,  only  1*0  compared  with 
11*6  in  1968. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
in  public  health  measures  during  the  year,  and  also  to  thank  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation.
